Georgia District — SynopticaL 

I. Nq layman shall sit as a member of the annual conferenw “until feghlarly 'ordaiiied, 
or until he ha^ given' satisfactory evidence of his election; Where alternates are elected, 
the certificates of the quarterly conference sfiall so express it. 

1. I.,ay dele^tes to the amiu'al conference shall be elected by the 'constitutional Voters 
in the circuits^and stations as. foUows : (a) Pastor shall notify churches at first appoint- 
ment after second quarterly conference that, at next appointment, the; 'eflection of dele- 
gates to annual conference will take place in each church, (b) Pastor and brass-leaders 
shall superintend election, but in case of absence of one or t>oth the church shell appoint 
some liersoh or persons to stipertenA election by receiving the tickets hf-all the vot^s. 
Such person shhll ihen count, seal and tmnsinit a fulHist^qf names of voters, and num- 
ber of votes given to each person voted for, by some one apjmihted by the churc,cto the 
next quarterly conference. These returns shall be opened in conference, counted by the 
chairman and secretary, assisted by two laymen. The person or persons "having the 
highest number of votes shall he declared duly elected, and furnished with certificates 
accordingly. 5 '• 

In case of a tie, the members of quarterly conference shall decide election by a majori-

(d) Each pastor shall forward certificate of election of lay delegfates to secretary of 
annual conference, who shall, piakc from same, roll of lay members. 

t. The conference shall never appoint any man to itinerate unless he expresses himself 
willing to labor m that capacity. 
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4.. Each pastor shall urge upon all members the necessity of studying our discipline 
and reading the church official organs. 

5. No preacher or minister shall be elected to elder’s orders, who dissents from any of 
the funaamental doctrines or ordinances of our church asset forth in our articles of re- 
ligion, or who has not strictly complied with the discipline. 

6 When practicable the ordination of our ministers shall take place on Sabbath, dur- 
ing the aession of conference. 

7. The second article of the constitution, and the last ctause of the first section of the 
detail discipline, shall be understood to apply 10 seekers of religion only, and each church 
may admit to full membership persons applying on their profession'of their faith in 
Christ and knowledge of their sins forgiven, 

8. The president shall have no power, during the rece.ss of conference, to appoint any 
S inister or preacher to a circuit or station wijhout consulting said circuit or station or its 
authorities. . . 

9. A quorum shall be a majority of all votes of all members present. 

10. The secretary shall furiiifh to each minister in the district the following blanks, 
three months before the assembling of the annual conference : On Statistics, on Fi- 
nances on O ffici A 1 Character 

It. Each minister shall fill above blanks and statistics and present the same as his re- 
port, to the committee on official character. 

12. At the assembling of the annual conference, the president shall appoint a commit- 
mittee of five, styled the committee on official character, to whom shall be submitted that 
part of the pastor’s report, concerning discharge of pastoral duties, and this committee, 
as soon as possible, render its report to the conference 
13 In the case of death of our ministers, committee on public services, at succeeding 
annual conference, shall appoint an hour during the that session fur memorial services. 

14. It shall be the duty of the board of stewards to organize immediately after elected, 
and organize by eleeting a chairman, secretary and treasurer, to solicit, receive and ex- 
pend all funds coming regularly into their hands, and to keep a full complete and ac- 
curate register of all their proceedings, receipt and expenditures. 



PRESIDENT'S REPORT 

[ To the Seventy-Fourth Annual Session oi the Georgia District, 

j -~ Methodist Protestant Church. 

Dear Brethren: — The close of another Conference year 
bring us together once more in annual session. Let us thank | 

^ God for his goodness and mercy that hath followed us since last 

we sat in Conference together, and earnestly and humbly im- | 

plore his presence and his guidance in all the work of the ses- ^ 

sion now assembled. 

My first duty was to find pastors for the unsupplied charges 
in the district. In this work great difficulty was encountered, 
necessitating a heavy correspondence with but poor results in 
respect to a number of the charges, and some of them have 
had to go all the year without pastoral care. The following 
appointments were arranged for: Cedar Grove Circuit, Rev. 

Jno. D. Keith, pastor from May to October, Rev. C. B. Mc- 
Daniel, pastor from October to the close of the Conference 
year. Each of these brethren were loaned to us. from the Ala- 
bama Conference, and had charge of two of the churches on the 
work; namely. Cedar Grove and Owl Rock. They each did 
good and faithful work. Anvil Block' Church . had previously 
agreed with Rev. A. G. ■ Upshaw, pastor of DeKalb circuit, to 
preach for them. V . ^ > • ’ ) 

Laurel Branch circuit was for several a'ppointmets without a 
pastor. In the summer they were visited by Rev. A. Mauldin 
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and later it was arranged to have Rev, W. P. Bryant, pastor of 
Ryck Springs Mission, to serve them for remainder of confer- 
ence year. Both of these churches deserve commendation for 
their loyalty under the most discouraging conditions. 

Harmony church, Carroll county, was by oversight left out 
of plan of appointment, and Bro. T. J. Whitehead, a local 
preacher, has served them for the year. An arrangement ap- 
proved by myself upon concurrent consent of said church and 
preacher. 

Pomona Mission petitioned to be added to Atlanta Missian 
under name of Atlanta and Pomona Mission and Rev. S. M. 
Garrett be appointed pastor. Petition was granted and ap- 
pointment made. 

Tallapoosa circuit asked for the appointment of Rev. T. J. 
Biggers as pastor, and Rev. A. Mauldin as associate pastor. 
These brethren having agreed to serve in such capacity the ap- 
pointment was made. 

Rev. J. O, A. Radford was appointed to pastorate of Oconee 
Mission, and entered upon a faithful service of the j^ame. Af- 
ter repeated failures in an effort to hold a church meeting, and 
marked indifference, and disaffection on purt of a large portion 
of church, he desired to be released and the release was granted. 
They have since been without any pastoral care from our church. 
Sharon Mission, asked to be allowed to have Rev. C. B. McDan- 
iel of Alabama conference to serve them for the year. As this 
seemed the only feasible arrangement, this request was granted 
and their action approved. 

Pleasant Grove mission asked to be continued unsupplied, 
and has had| the service of Rev. J, A. McGarity all the year. 

Rome circuit. Constitution mission and Newnan circuit, I 
have had to leave unsupplied all fhe year, not being able to 
learn definitely their desires, though I tried faithfully to learn 
by correspondence. 

Rev. C, B. McDaniel’s transfer from Alabama Conference 
was received a few days ago and has been properly countersign- 
ed and is presented herewith to this conference for its con- 
firmation. 

Again we urge the necessity for a thorough canvass of our 
district for the purpose of grouping into circuits that would 
sustain their pastors. And of constituting a home-mission- 
field for all those charges too weak to sustain a pastor. I trust 
that the Boundary committee and the Board of Church Ex- 
tension will give this matter their attention. 

A more liberal pastoral support is the great need of our 
^urch in Georgia. This is a matter that we must provide for 
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«>r continue to suffer more and more in a depletion of our min- 
isterial ranks. ^ ^ ,, 

We are glad to note our improvement in our dnirch. Exten- 
sion fund and trust that all oiir churches' will contribute mote 
and more liberally to it every year. 

Thanking you, my brethren, for the repeated honor, you 
havje conferred upon me in calling me to the presidency of tKis 
body, and for the confidence you have reposed in me, and for 
your sympathy in all my labors, and ‘hoping that my Ubors 
have been in some measure helpful to our church, I pray the 
blessing and guidrnce of God upon us aU at this session .
